San Diego City Attorney Michael Aguirre briefed the news media today regarding developments on the 
inquiry into mini-dorm conversions in Pacific Beach and the San Diego State College area. Representatives 
of W.T. Haaland Realty and Millenium Construction, Ian Sells and Michael Haaland, have agreed to halt 
current conversions in Pacific Beach and have made other concessions: 
 
1) Agreed to halt conversion to mini-dorms of the two PB properties (1222 Chalcedony and 1145 Opal); 
2) Agreed to restore these two PB properties to single-family dwellings; 
3) Haaland and Sells had plans to convert three additional properties in PB to mini-dorms.  They have 
agreed not to go forward; 
4) W. T. Haaland Realty has three conversions that are under construction in the College area that have been 
granted final permits and are almost complete; 
5) Haaland and Sells have agreed to halt their business of converting single-family dwellings to mini-dorms 
citywide.
